af raiding additional revenue for tho 
government to avoid the threatened 
deficit at the end of the next flu* al 
year has assumed aitch proportion* 
that administration leaders 
In 
con­ 
gress are reviewing the entire free 
list to consider the advisability of 
pl a* ne tariff 
rides on 
other 
com­ 
modities than coffee, rubber and wool 
and ImreauiiK the present tariff on 
invar. 
Revenues to he derived from these 
four sources will fall far below the 
sum Seeded, unless there Int a radical 
revision upward or the tariff duties 
originally pn>|MMed on 
them.
